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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bennett 



Bennett teaches a telephone system including a plurality of servers (14 in Figure 1) for 
assigning an IP packet destination address corresponding to the telephony destination address 
(Figure 3), wherein the telephone number may correspond to a PBX or non-PBX (i.e. PSTN) 
connected telephone (Figure 1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

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4. Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bennett. 

With respect to voice data, Bennett teaches that the preferred shared data is multimedia 
data (column 2, lines 23-25). Multimedia data is defined in the telecommunication art as including 
voice data (see NEWTON'S TELECOM DICTIONARY). 

Further, Bennett does not specify whether the telephones are analog or digital. However, 
these types of telephones are well known in the art and are readily available. Therefore, a skilled 
artisan would have been motivated to supply a readily available telephone for the unspecified 
telephone in Bennett.
